THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
CRONKRITE’S CHANCES WANING. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 5.—[Special.|—The 


casting upon Haines’ ability to capture the 
Democratic nomination for Speaker disap- 
peared today, and itis now believed that the 
bottom will fall out of the Cronkrite movement 
before the caucus meets tomorrow night. All 
the morning Cronkrite and nis allies attempted 
to hold back the tide which was steadily going 
Hainesward, but they were not able to over- 
come the influences that were operating in the 
great straddier’s interests. The influence of 
ali the Senatorial candidates and all candidates 
for minor places in the House was for Haines. 
This was partly the result of Harrison's 
effort to appear to be Haines’ chief Senatorial 
backer, and thus secure his influence in the 
race for the Senatorship. The friends of the 
other candidates on the ground at once began 
flocking to Haines in order to shut out Harri- 
son, and the result was that the Cronkrite 
movement was swallowed up in the general 
rush. Another thing which helped Haines out 
was the impression that Cook County would go 
to him solidly after giving Crafts a. compli- 
mentary vote, and between all these influences 
Cronkrite’s canvass did not make much head- 
way. 


A CONFERENCE. 

Just about noon Cronkrite and andy Welch 
joined the long procession which had been 
worming its way into Haines’ up-stairs parlor 
and had a long private interview. The object 
of the conference was said to be to surrender 
if proper arrangements as to committees dould 
be made, but it seems to have been unsatis- 
factary, because Cronkrite immediately an- 
nounced that be was still in the ring. 

The work of himself and friends this 
afternoon was not so spirited as it has been, 
and they had apparently lost hope. One of 
Croakrite's chief backers admitted that Haines 
| was far in the lead, and itis predicted ina 
store of quarters tonight that Cronkrite would 
withdraw from the race before the caucus 
meets tomorrow night. ;

was nominated in the regular way on account 
of Gen. Black's position in the Senatorial fight.

O’DONNELL. 

O'Donnell is now the only uncertain quantity. 
He has not yet decided to go into the Demo- 
cratic caucus, but it is claimed that he will 
vote for Haines if he is nominated. His re- 
tusal to go into the caucus causes Jim Herring- 
ton, whom he had the honor to beat, to be ex- 
ceedingly sad. “I am sorry on O'Donnell’s 
account,” said Herrmgton today. “He is a 
good fellow and ought to aot right.” But 
O'Donnell does not propose to tie himself up 
with a Democratic machine which. is under 
Herrington's control and thus put himseif and 
his friends at the meroy of a, political enemy. 
His opposition to Haines is because of the 
latter’s subserviency to the whisky interest. It 
has been intimated that he might vote for W. 
H. Harper if the latter should be a candidate. 

MR. HARPER. 

Mr. Harper said this evening he had not fully 
decided as to his position. He preferred to 
wait till tomorrow, when more of the members 
were in, and after a consultation with his 
friénds would decide on his course, and any 
action he might take would be with a view to 
the best interests of the Republican party. In 
fact, the Republicans are not bothering tneni- 
selves about the nomination for Speaker, Fuller 
and Harper being the only persons mentioned.

THE KIDWELL BOTTOMS. 
HOW A STUPENDOUS SCHEME HAS BEEN ENGI- 
NEERED, 


Wasuinctor, D. C., Jan. 5.—fSpecial. |—The 
work upon the Potomac flats is progressing 
rapidly, so that in a very few years this un- 
sigbtly morass of mud and malaria will be 
transferred into a beautiful park, with several 
sores of as fine builaing sites as there are in 
the city. The quarters ia the vicinity of the 
flats that have been ocoupied by small négro 
shanties will soon be ococupied by beautiful 
hoases of the latest styles of arohitecture. 
But while the good money of the Government 
is being poured out with a iavish hand to 
beautify and build up this former abode of 
malaria and squalor, it is also bemg employed 
to build up a claim against the Government 
which will run into the millions, It is a strange 
condition of affairs when the money of the 
Government is being employed to build up a 
claim against itself, but such is the actual 
State Of the caso in the recildimifig of the 
Potomad flats. Upon the basis of ati expendi- 
ture of only $20 three men in good standing in 
the community, and one of them a candidate 
for a Cabinet position in the next Administra- 
tion, have laid their pians to capture at least a 
million of dollars each from the Government. 

These gentlemen are the Hon. Rypa Hunton 
of Virginia, who is & candidate for the post of 
Postmaster-General; the Hon. Richard T. Mer- 
rick, and plain Mr. M. F. Morris of this District. 
Their plan to secure several millions out of 
the Treasury is at least interesting and well 
worth recounting. 

The submerged land Known as the Kidweil 
flats contains about fifty acres. It lies oppo 
sit the Washuigten Monument and south of 
Observatory Hill. This land ie at present oov- 
ered with a thick growth of aquatic plants. In 
1467 these flats were under water at low tide. 
but with the refuse from sewer pipes from 
Washington and the accretions from the river 
the flats bave each year come nearer to the 
surface. Ia 1878 the average depth of water at 
high tide upon the flats was two feet. 

Tuts land at the bottom of the river formerly 
belonged to the State of Maryland. It was re- 
served by the State for public purposes, sub- 
ject to the public right of fishing and naviga- 
tion. When Maryland ceded to the District of 
Columbia certain rights she gave ber title to 
two elasses ot unoccupied lands to the District. 
These were, first, the river bottom held fer

Every Congressman who 
staid up too late at night or who had poisoned 
himself with too wuch cheap whisky would 
always ascribe his bad feelings to the malaria 
trom Tue Kidwell Bottoms.” This general 
use of Kidwell’s name in describing the flats 
after a time gave a value to the Kidwell title in 


the eres of strangers unfamiliar with the his- 


t of the case. 

matter rested quietly until 1875. It then 
became evident that the Government was going 
to spend great sums of money in reclaiming 
these flats. Citizens interested in this improve 
ment of the city were anxious to bave the Kid- 
well title set at rest before the Government 
should spend any money upon it. It was 
thought probabie that the title might become 
good if the land upon it should te raised by 
artificial means above the surface of the water. 
At any rate it was important to have the prop- 
erty condemned before any steps were taken in 
the way of improvement. The land beld under 
this alleged titie in 1880 was not worth over 
$100. It was simply a question whether the 
Government should condemn the land at the 
valus tion of $100 or pay three or four millions 
after the improvements were done. 

In 1881 Mr. Hunton, who was Chairman of 
the District of Columbia Committee, reported 
an elaborate bill for the improvement of the 
Potomac flats. The fourth section provided 
forasuit in equity “against all claimants 
under what is known as the Kidwell patent for 
the purpose of vacating and canceling said 
patent, and also for the condemnation for pub- 
lic use of all lands, tities, and claims whatso- 
ever to any part of the Potomac flats.“ This 
bill was not acted on. At the following session 
of the new Congress Mr. Hazieton of Wiscon- 
sin introduced a similar bill. Mr. Hunton, 
who was now out of Congress, appeared as an 
attorney before his old committee which bad 
reported this measure the year before to make 
an ment against it. Associated with him 
were Mr. Merrick and Mr. Morris. They sue 
ceeded in defeating the Hazleton bill and in 
securing an appropriation from Congress tor 
the improvements before the annulment of 
the Kidwell patent. These gentlemen have 
employed all their wide political and social in- 
flUences to persuade Congress to appropriate 
money year by r to goon improving the 


They have succeeded thus far. They 
are the principal owners of the Kidwell claim, 
and if they continue to be successful in per 
suading the Government to build up this river 
bottom and make solid land of it, good lawyers 
think the title will stand. It 1s a low estimate 
to say that this property improved will be 
worth $8,000,000. Probably it would be worth 
nearer $5,000,000. *

A SENSATIONAL STORY ABOUT CHIE#- JUSTICE... 


WAITE EXPLODED. 

Wasntnotor, D. C., Jan. 5,—[Special.|/— 
Chief-Justice Waite of the United States Su- 
preme Court was sitting in his sick-room this 
afternoon when Clerk Kenney of that court 
brought him acopy of the New York Times, 
with a sensational dispatch purporting to come 
from Washington which stated that Mr. Waite 
was dangerously il) and likely to die; that if he 
should have a lucid interval be would resign at 
once; that his family bad abandoned all hope: 
that he had had paralysis last summer; that his 
end was hourly looked for, and that his eué- 
cessor would be Seoretary Frelinghuysen. Aj! 
this was news to the Washington public, and 
most of all to Mr. Waite himeeif, and Mr. 
Waite expressed to Mr. Kenney the greatest 
surprise that such a story should have been 
published. The regular correspondent in 
Washington of the Times was also greatly sur- 
prised, for he had never heard of the dispatch 
until it was printed, and the Times must 
bave been imposed upon. It is true 
that Mr. Waite has been very sick 
and that he is still far 
from well, but be is recovering and has been 
constantly improving for several days. His 
family are now making preparations to remove 
him to Southern California, where it is hoped 
that the milder climate and change of air will 
restore him to bealth, and that he will be abe 
to resume his duties on the bench at least by 
the March term. Mr. Waite himself says that 
he hopes to be able to be back in time to ad- 
miuister the oath of office to President Cleve- 


land. | 
Une of the inaceyragies of. the al 
Statement is the report that Mr. Waite was 
Stricken with paralysis last summer. Miss 
Weite, after readmg the dispatch today, said 
that ber father not only was not stricken with 
ysis last summer, but that he never bad 
sick in bed a day in hie life within ber 
knowledge until be was taken ili here three 
weeks ago. He was still very feeble, but sat 
up several times yesterday an hour ai & time 
and walked about His room a little. Mr. Waite’s 
fliness te due to overwork, inadequate exercise, 
and the strain upon the physical s m caused 
by the social demands upon his position in 
connection with his official duties. 0 
serious trouble was erysipelas. So far a6 re- 
signing when «lucid interval comes, as the 
dispatch says, there never bas been a moment 
during his illness Which was not iucid, and Mr. 
Waite bas no thought of resigning. 

The other portion of the current story that 
in the event of the retirement from the beneh 
of Justioes Waite Secretary Frelinghuysen 
would be appointed to his place lacks a 

cal basis. Mr. Waite comes from th 

10 Circuit. While there is no law whieh 
would prevent the Président frum appointing 
a resident of New Jersey to fill a vacancy on 
the Supreme Bench which might be eren 
from the Ohio Cireuit, there ié a custom which 
has the force of law. No President would be 
likely todo it. It might be doubted whether 
the Senate would confirm an appointment 
made outside the circuit. But there is a possi- 
ble vaAcCaucy upon the Supreme Bench to 
which undoubtedly Secretary Frelinghuysen 
aspires. That is the piace which would be made 
vacant in the event of the retirement fof Mr. 
Justice Bradley, who comes from Frol uy- 
sen’s elreuit. 

Mr. Braediey’s resignation has been much 
talked of, and bis friends say that the more it 
is talked about the less disposed he 16 to re- 
tire. He bas reached the age when he can re 
tire on full pay, but be is now in good beulth, 
and bis brother Justices are of the opinion that 
he does not contenipiate an immediate retire 
ment, but will remain on the bench as long as 
he retains bis full powers. If he should feel 
dispused to retire in behalf of any one it prob- 
ably would be for Secretary Frelinghuysen, as 
they are friends, and the young people of the 
family have recentiy jutermarried.

FARTHQUAEES: 
SHOCKS AT TARRYTOWN AND SING SING. 

New York, Jan. 5.—Reports of earthquakes 
in New Hampshire and Maryland Friday have 
been followed by mauy similar reports of late 
from yarious parts of the country, ad now 
these are succeeded by the announcement of 
an earthquake shock yesterday at Tarrytown. 
Maj. Marshall H. Bright, editor of the Christian 
at Work, who lives at Tarrytown, today de- 
scribed the occurrence as tollows:. 

»The earthquake took place yesterday morn- 
ing at six minutes past 6. I was awake, and, 
as I bave observed earthquakes before, imme- 
Giately recognized the nature of the shock and 
seized my watch to time its duration. It lasted 
four seconds. It was a distinct, continuous 
vibration like the jar produced in a norse- car 
when stopped by a sudden application of the 
brakes. The shock was accompanied by a low, 
rumbing noise not louder than would be 
caused by a heavy cart. The bouse was sar 
en and windows rattied. When I atrended 
the First Reformed Church in the morning and 
spoke of the ocourrence to the sexton, he ex- 
claimea that be pow understood what before 
had puzzied him. Not thinking of an ¢arth- 
quake, he hud wondered what the sbock was 
which he had observed while he was attendiug 
to the furmace in the church. He said the 
building was shaken. On conve with 
other persons whom I met at church, | found 
some had observed the shock distinctly. One 
lady was awakened by it. Undoubtedly 
occurrence would bave attracted much more 
general attention if it bad not taken piace at

FRANK J. MAGIN. 

The failure of Frank J. Magin, a well-known 
member of the Board of Trade, caused consid- 
erable talk on Change yesterday afternoon, 
thougb creating little surprise. Mr. Magin has 
been a member of the board for fifteen years, 
and was atone time very wealthy. Latterly 
things have been going against him, and for 
the last sit months he has been on the wrong 
side of the market. No public announcement 
of the failure was made on "Change, but about 
midday Mr. Magin sent private messages 
around to bis creditors intimating that all 
trades should be closed. When seen by a Tum 
vrt reporter, Mr. Magin said; “I'm broke, 
and I've notified all parties to close their 
trades. Up to 12 o'clock today I hoped 
to go through, and was even offered 
money to carry me through. The 
failure will be larger than many 
think. It will come up to $40,000 or $50,000. 
I have assets three or four times that amount, 


«but they are no good. Things have been going 
*aguinst me for six months, and I am largely 


short on wheat for myself and others. I can't 
tell how much I am short, as the trades are 
jast coming in. My liabilities are scattered 
over the whole floor. There ie hardly a mem- 
ber that I am not indebted to. I have solid all 
the real estate that I bad and turned every- 
thing Into money, and it’s all gone.“ 

Most members of the board can hardly be- 
lieve that bis liabilities are so large as he states.

A bill was filed Saturday in the Superior 
Court by Charles J. Ford, assignee of Frede, 
rick Meyer and Jacob Baumgartner Jr., the toy 
manufacturers, against Charles B. Crambig, P.

A temporary 
injunction was granted by Judge Shepard. 
ROTHSCHILD'S CREDITORS ASK JUDGE SHEPARD 

FOR ADVICE. 

The creditors of S. M. Rothschild held anoth- 
er meeting yesterday, about twenty creditors 
being present. All the judgment creditors and 
several others were among the number. Mr. 
Leo Frank, the representative of H. B. Claflin 
& Co., the largest creditor, renewed his offer to 
take the entire stock at 50 cents on the dollar. 
and an appraisement was submitted by Charles 
E. Goodspeed and William G: Rudd. They 
placed the original value of the stock at $90,000. 
Of this about $30,000 worth of goods have been 
replevined by the creditors, including H. B. 
Claflin & Co., the store still containing about 
$60.000 worth of goods. Some of the creditors 
were willing to accept these terms, while others 
hesitated. The receiver did not know what to do 
to satisfy them all, and at 2 o’ciock 
the entire body, with numerous accessions in 
the shape of other creditors and lawyers, pro- 
ceeded over to Judge Shepard's court to ask 
advice. Primarily the advice was needed by 
the receiver, George Einstein, who claims to 
have been barassed beyond all reason by the 
whipsaw movements of those interested. He 


complaisea bitterly of the action of the in- 


dividual creditors in trying to take the goods 
away. He said be nad deen worried at all 
times ot the day and night, sometimes being 
compelled to stay up as late as 2 o'clock in the 
morning to see that none but the goods called 
for in the repievin were carried away. Again, 
he had not. been called until 120'clock at night, 
the writs in such cases being served by the 
Coroner in spite of the protests of many cred- 
itors and their attorneys. 

Judge Shepard said be was not responsible 
for the confusion in which the receiver's titie 
and possession were involved; that be was not 
responsible for any of the orders that had been 
entered allowing the creditors to replevin or 
attach: and that he would see to it, as far as 
lay in his power, that the title and possession 
of the receiver wouid not be further disturbed. 
As at present advised, be thought be would 
compel the repievyiug creditors to return all 
the property taken or selected by them to the 
receiver; that the confusion in which this mat- 


ter was involved was a refiection upon the ad- 
© ministration of justice in this city; and that so 


far as it lay in his power he would endeavor to 
compel all parties to pursue the remedies or 
procedures long established and well known to 
the profession in receiverships. He thougbt 
the power of the Courtof Chancery ample to 
redress all grievances of parties in interest, 
and he would see that the rights of all parties 
would be settled in 1 pope —" 
case for a hearing at 10 o'c morning.

$10,000 per year, or nearly $1,000 per month.

Mr. Frank 
offers to take the goods as appraised—that is, 
at 50 per cent of their original cost, which was 
$90,000. Messrs. Moses & Newman are not the 
attorneys for Mr. Rothschild, as stated, but for 
the receiver.

PRINCE EDWARD. 


Providing for an Heir to the Throne.

The Prince of 
Wales is fairly popular, though he. will never 
evoke the kind of affection offered to his 
mother; and of Prince Edward himself 
nothing is known, either good or bad, except 
that under his reign we shall escape the 
danger which Lord Brougham believed might 
be fatal to the Constitution, that of finding a 
man of genius on the throne. The opposition 
to the grant does not from auy dislike 
either to the monarchy or to the royal family, 
but from a sort of grudge against allowances 
which seem to poor people excessive, need less. 
and calculated, as they put it, to pamper 
purely ornamental personages. That line of 
argument is not quite fair, even as regards 
members of the royal house who are distant 
from the succession, for they are placed by law 
under serious disabilities; they are debarred 
by precedent from trying to make tortunes, 
and they are forbidden by a feeling, quite as 
strong in Hackney as anywhere else, from liv- 
ing in Bugland as poor men. The number of 
the Princes will, no doubt, in time lead to a 
change of system and of the law; but for 
the present we cannot honestly say they 
have no claim whatever upon the generous 
consideration of the people, who, after all, 
bave hitherto willed that they shall be what 
they are. Prince ' case is, however, 
widely different theirs. He is the heir to 
the throne under a rule which will last as long 
as the monarchy; and he is as much entitled as 
the sovereign, though, of course, in a different 
degree, to a dignified maintenance from the 
people. If be is not, they have no right to 
control his marriage, or bis conduct in politics, 
or his general behavior—a right which, form- 
ally or informally, they wiil most assuredly 
exert. popular argument that the Queen 
or the Prince of Wales ought to find the money 
is not just. The electors do not maintain their 
grown-up sons, but make them maintain them- 
selves, which Prince Edw cannot do. The 
Queen is rich, if she is rich, through a sedulous 
economy which the people, mindful of the oou- 
duct of many ts, ought entirely to 
approve; and she should not be fined for a 
virtue which, in an age of almost insane luxury 
ana profusion, belps in the most definit way 
to restrain, by discrediting, a general competi- 
uon in expense.

Treaty by a Republican 
Leader. 


The Pacifie Coast at the Mercy of En- 
gland in the Event of 
War. 


Cost of the Project to the United States 
and Its Benefits to Nica- 


ragua. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special. |—The 
following summary of the present status of the 
Nicaragua treaty embodies tne views of one 
of the foremost leaders of the Republican 
party: 

of all the treaties prepared by the Adminis- 
tration for the consideration of the Senate, the 
only one which appears to have any friends is 
the one with Nicaragua. This is to be sharply 
pressed, and may come up for consideration 
before the Senate this week. The sentiment 
in its favor bas been worked up under the 
skillful plea of the impetus that it will give to 
our foreign trade and the necessity for this 
Government's controlling a ship-canal de- 
tween the two oceans. In the event 
of a possible war with England the 
friends of thié treaty say that our 
Pacific coast would be entirely at the mercy of 
England from her war-ships which could be 
sent from Australia. 

There has been a great deal said also about 
the Panama Canal. This canal is said to be un- 
der the control and direction of the French 
Government, and that unless prompt action is 
taken the United States will be shut out from 
control of the waterway between the two 
oceans. To this the friends of the Panama 
Canal scheme reply that the Panama Canal is 
& private enterprise, in which American as 
well as foreign capital is interested. Its 
neutrality has been guaranteed, ana under the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty England is prevented 
from obtaining any undue advantage over the 
canal,and England and this country could 
certainly prevent any foreign government 
from ever obtaining any control over it. 

THE CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY. 

The pending treaty with Nicaragua in the 
first piace is an absolute violation of the first 
paragraph of the Ciayton-Bulwer treaty, which 
specially stipulates that neither England nor 
this country shall seek to acquire territory in 
Central America. The State Depart- 
ment holds that England has already 
violated the treaty by der settlement 
in British Honduras and her occupation 
of a small island near by for the purpose of 
fortification. Yet in a note to the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty these points of occupation are 
specially permitted. So that the charge that 
England has violated this treaty is false. The 
ratification of the Nicaraguan treaty would 
therefore be an abrupt termination of a treaty 


that treaty uad been continued for years and 
has been carefully observed by England. It is 
, probable that England might not object to the 
abrogation of this treaty. The effect of its 
being set aside ld be to leave her 
‘free to enter into any colonization scheme that 
she might see fit to make in Central America, 
and would at once make endless complications 
for this Governnient. England in the past bas 
signified a willingness to permit certain modifi- 
cations of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

A distinguishea member of the Senate For- 
eign Affairs Committee thinks that it would 
have been well for this Government to have 
first consulted with England before rushing 
into this Nicaraguan treaty, which appears 
to contain In some of ite s para- 
graphe three or four stupendous jobs. It 
is the opinion of this Senator that it 
would have been easier to have made some ar- 
rangement with England of a nature satisfac- 
tory to borh nations which would bave secured 
the right of way for a canal through Nicara- 

' gua upon much more favorable conditions 
than the one now offered. He said that if we 
break. our existing treaty stipulations with 
England without notice we will find that ac- 
tion a perpetual bar in the road of our nego- 
tiating future treaties with England or other 
foreign Powers. We would have to pay the 
penalty that follows all breaches of good faith. 
FINANCIAL ASPECTS OF THE PROJECT. 

When one comes to consider the tregty in it- 
self the only thing about it that 1s clear is the 
amount of money that is to be paid to the 
Nicaraguan Goveroment. Four millions of 
dollars is to be paid outright for the land upon 
the right-of-way. But in addition to this the 
United States will be called upon to pay the 
claims of all occupants of the land themselves. 
There is no means of knowing how many there 
are, but from the speeulative character of the 
men back of the treaty it is fair to suppose that 
every foot of the ground conceded is already in 
the hands of private holders, who will have to 
Be handsomely paid. Beyond this the Govera- 
ment has still further payments to make be- 
fore a foot at the canal could be dug. The 
Government will be called upon to pay the 
claims of Menoca! and bis predecessors for the 
amount of money expended by them in their 
failures. 

BENEFITS TO NICARAGOA.

THE SPANISH VIEW OF THE TREATY. 

Tur Tripune’s correspondent in Spain 
has unearthed the real motives of the Span- 
ish Ministry in negotiating the treaty for so- 
called reciprocity between this country and 
the Spanish Antilles. The leading men of 
the Spanish Government unconsciously gave 
away their case in their interviews. 

Sefior Delabra, an eminent member of the 
Cortes, admitted that without this treaty 
Cuba and Porto Rico would be ruined totally 
within four or five years.” Emilio Oastelar, 
who is better known in this country than 
any other Spanish statesman, ‘‘ regarded the 
treaty as the means of saving Cuba.” Mr. 
Bauer, the agent of the Rothschilds, said 
that the continued existence of Cuba as a 
Spanish colony is dependent upon this 
treaty.” All the representatives of Cuban 
interests in Spain concur that the nego- 
tiation of the treaty Became absolutely 
necessary as the only means of counteracting 
the growing sentiment in Cuba in favor of 
annexation to the United States. 

From these admissions it is apparent that 
no theory of free trade, nor of fair trade,” 
nor of reciprocity suggested the negotiation 
of the treaty on the part of Spain, but that it 
grew out of Spanish necessities, and has been 
shaped with sole reference to restoring her 
bankrupt possessions in the West Indies to a 
condition of prosperity which will enable the 
Spanish Government to renew its policy of 
extortion. The demand of Spain is that the 
United States shall surrender $30,000,000 of 
its annual revenue directly to the planters of 
Cuba and Porto Rico (and $20,000,000 more 
indirectly by enabling the Spanish planters 
to crowd out the British, French, and Ger- 
man sugars in this market) in order that the 
depleted Spanish Treasury may be refilled. 
Spain used to live cn Caba mainly, and nat- 
urally desires to reéstablish the old order of 
things. This maybe an excellent reason 
why Spain favors the treaty, but it ought to 
be the very best of reasons why the United 
States Senate should reject it. 

Even in negotiating a treaty for which 
Spain is wildly importunate, Spauish greed 
was unwilling to give any commensurate 
compensation for the enormous benefits 
asked. Sefior Albeceit, who negotiated the 
treaty with Mr. Foster, and whose name 
ought to be changed to ‘* Ali-deceit;” pre- 
tends to beof the opinion that Cuba in re- 
linguishing half of her customs tariff is yield- 
mg absolutely more iu proportion than the 
United States.”

Is. IT WAR? 
There was great excitement in the home 
markets yesterday consequent upon the news 


kets, coupled with the further intelligence 
of unusual activity in the navy-yards of En- 
gland and the secret sessions of the English 
Cabinet, in which very grave matters are 
supposed to be under discussion. While 
this conjunction of events may not mean 
actual war, it certainly means that the situa- 
tion is critical and that there is a menace of 
war in the future, if not now. In other 
words, three Powers of Europe—England, 
France, and Germany—are straining their re- 
lations to an uncomfortable tension. In the 
midst of many uncertainties there is one 
thing sure. If there is to be a war England 
will be one of the parties, ana she will be in 
the awkward position of having no allies. 
She is politically isolated from the Con- 
tinent. But will she fight with Germany 
or with France, or with both combined? 
There are seeds of trouble with each. The 
Egyptian question is still unsettled. No pro- 
vision has been made for the payment of 
Interest, and the bondholders all over Eu- 
rope, particularly in France, are clamoring 
for their blood-money. In the recent con- 
gress the two nations were widely apart in 
their views, and since that time they have 
drifted still further apart. It is a question 
how long France will allow England to oc 
cupy Egypt without coming to some definit 
settlement. 
With Germany there isa still graver cause of 
difficulty, though it may be settled by nego- 
tiation. Some months ago the Australians 
asked permission of the home Government 
to occupy New Guinea, but the request was 
declined for the reason that it was not be- 
lieved the Australians could maintain them- 
selves there. Meanwhile Germany; has 
stepped in and grabbed a large part of the 
island, and, not content with this, has also 
annexed some of the smaller adjacent 
islands and is reported to be bartering 
for the owners ip of MHeligoland, which 
would place her where she could look into 
Eugland's front doors. The Australians 
have protested vigorously against the New 
Guinea grab, and have notified England that 
if she does not protest she will seriously 
weaken the ties between her and her colo- 
nies, besides threatening to go over to the 
island and oust the Germans. In this case 
Germany, of course, would hold England re- 
sponsible. Sheis thus placed between two 
fires, either of which is pretty hot. ; 
The secrecy which attaches to the meetings 
of the Cabinet shows that the situation is one 
of unusual gravity, but it may be questioned 
whether war will be immediate or whether 
the naval preparations in England mean more 
than that she is getting ready for some future 
emergency and is resolved to bring her navy 
up to its highest efficiency. Recent develop- 
ments have shown chat she is falling behind 
in the race for naval supremacy, and that 
while she has been resting upon her acknowl- 
edged superiority France and Germany have 
been quietly but rapidly increasing their naval 
strength, both in the number of their vessels 
and the character of their ordnance. 


DIEEM 4 OF THE RAILROADS. 

All the important railroads are inter-State 
lines; Out while their traffic continually 
crosses the boundaries of the State the roads 
are subject almost everywhere to the super- 
vision of State Boards of Commissioners. A 
road therefore is liable to be under as many 
varying kinds of supervision as there are 
States on its lines. Different regulations with 
regard to the operation of the road, different 
rates of freight, different methods of exami- 
nation are already in vogue on some of our 
great lines. The prospects are certainly 
much better for an increase than for à de- 
crease in this troublesome element of the 
railroad problem. The Illinois Railroad Com- 
missioners are now discussing the propriety 
of a moderate but compulsory reduction of 
the rates on the railroads of Illinois. The 
Kansas Commissioners in their recent report 
have made a very urgent demand for lower 
rates on account of the collapse in the price 
of agricultural products, and the Minnesota 
| Commissioners have made a trenchant ex- 
posé of the evils of high charges to pay divi- 
dends on watered stock, and so it goes. 

Strenuous efforts will be made during the 
coming sessions of the Legislature of Nebras- 
ka and Minnesota to pass specific legislation 
for the control of railroad charges. In a re- 
cent issue the St. Paul Pioncer-Press gives a 
summary of Granger laws which are to be 
introduced. It is intended to adopt the sub- 
stance of the Illinois law with regard to in- 
spection and transportation of grain and the 
regulation of rates. The indications are that 
there will be a more lively time about this 
matter in the Minnesota Legislature than has 
been seen for years. The feeling among the 
farmers and business-men of the State is said 
to be very strong and to have become so fixed 
that even a reduction of rates would not now 
induce the farmers to pause in their determi- 
nation to put the railroads under a thorough 
system of State control. 

This is the dilema of the railroads. State 
after State, acting under the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion, is establishing commissions to 
regulate their behavior and even to fix their 
rates. These commissions are all independent 
of each other, and to the extent of their power 
make such regulations as suit their own ideas 
and please the opinions of their local public. 
The courts of highest resort have aflirmed the 
ful] right of the States to control the rail- 
roads, and the tendency appears to be to- 
wards a more stringent discipline of these 
public corporations by means of commissions. 
Under these circumstances railroad men are 
beginning to feel that they would be mach 
better off if they had one master instead of a 
score, Tue Trisune and other journals 
have pointed out in season and out of season 
for years that National control of the rail- 
roads was demanded by the interest of the rail- 
roads themselves, but their managers have 
been so enamored of their power and their 
pools, and so blind with it all, that they have 
believed it possible that they could entirely 


' defeat the States or the United States In the

They have lost every case which they 
have carried to the Supreme Court, they have 
irritated the community with which they 
were doing business by persisting in their 
large and little tyrannies and extortions, and 
have provoked a public feelin which is ris- 
ing rapidity in all the State Legislatures to 
the point of hostile legislation just at the mo- 
ment when Congress is so peculiarly divided 
between parties and distracted between 
policies that it could not help them if it 
would. We think the result will prove to 
the railroad men that they would have been 
wiser if they had not made this resistance to 


the National authority. They would be to- 


day a great deal more secure in their rights 
and their property under National control 
than they can possibly be under the control 
of thirty-eight different State commissions. 


NO SURPLUS REVENUE TO DIVIDE. 

While the Senate is discussing the advisa- 
bility of donating $50,000,000 a year of reve- 
nue to Cuba for the benefit of the Spanish 
Government, and while Mr. Randall and 
others are amusing the people with the 
promise of distributing the surplus revenue 
and the redemption fund in one way or an- 
other at home, it is well to pause long enough 
to consider another proposition—viz.:  . 

There will be no surplus revenue here- 
after to distribute. | 

This statement may seem rather startling 
after all the bluster about the big surplus 
during the late campaign, but it is founded 
on fact. The Secretary of the Treasury in 
his late annual report estimated the surplus 
revenue for the year ending July 1, 1885, at 
$39,000,000, and for the year ending July 1, 
1886, at only $6,000,000. It is probable that 


| he was more nearly correct in the latter than 


in the former estimate, for the financial 
statement of the Government for Deceraber 
showed a decrease of $2,000,000 in the re- 
ceipts, an increase of $10,000,000 in expendi- 
tures, and an actual increase of the public 
debt by $500,000. At this rate the estimated 
surplus for 1885 would be wiped out before 
the end ot this fiscal year, and at the best 
practically no surplus is expected for the 
ensuing year. 

The causes are twofold: (1) the prevail- 
ing hard times, which dry up the sources of 
revenue; and (2) ‘the steady and enormous 
increase in the pension obligations under the 
omnibus law now in force, 

The falling off of $2,000,000 in the Gov- 
ernment receipts during December was due 
entirely to the economy in imports necessi- 
tated by business depression and the general 
stagnation in commercial circles. The reason 
the expenditures increased $10,000,000 over 
those of the corresponding month of the 
previous year is to be sought in the growing 
charge upon the Government on account of 
pensions. 

Few people have ever analyzed the actual 
effect of the Ingalls Pension law now in 
force. It gives the successful applicant an 
annual bounty for the entire period which 
has elapsed since his discharge from the 
army at the same rate as the pension granted 
for the rest of his life.

In the face of this showing what justifica- 
tion is there for wasting the time of Con- 
gress on the consideration of the Spanish 
treaty or any other treaty Involving a sur- 
render of revenue? The United States 
Government has no money to give away to 
the Spanish Government, and none to dis- 
tribute among its own people by the repeal 
of the whisky tax, or tobaceo tax, as Sam 
Randall svggests, or in any other senseless 
gratuity. If the good faith of the Govern- 
ment be maintained by keeping up the sink- 
ing fund it is the most that the utmost 
economy can accomplish, and even that will 
be out of the question if the proposed im- 
mense enlargement of the pension system be 
adopted. It is folly under these conditions 
to talk about one-sided reciprocity treaties 
entailing a sacrifice of revenue, or abcut the 
distribution of a surplus which will have no 
future existence, 


BUSINESS-MEN who Wish to understand the 
meaning of the course of the Hocking Valley 
Railroad in trying to crush coal-mine owners 
who are obnoxious to its ally—the coal mo- 
nopoly—may learn it from the results of an 
investigation by the Pennsylvania Legislature 
into a similar occurrence in that State in 1871. 
There was in that years strike by the miners 
employed by the anthracite coal combination. 
This strike had lasted thirty days, when a 
number of the private coal miners made up 
their minds to accede to the demands of the 
men. In this way they could reopen their 
mines and send coal agaip to market, But 
to prevent their reopening the railroads, 
which were also coal miners and whose men 
were also on a strike, raised their freight to 
three times the previous figures. This ac- 
tion had the same purpose as the refusal of 
the Hocking Valley Railroad to forward coal 
for the Chicago competitor obnoxious to the 
coal monopoly—to prévent the competitor 
from doing any business. The great Penn- 
Sylvania corporations in 1871 had determined 
not to yield to their men, as the Hocking Valley 
corporation has now determined, and as they 


vent any one from getting to market who 
granted his men better terms than those laid 
down by the monopoly, The result in Penn- 
Sylvania was that the price of coal was 
doubled, rising to 812 a ton, and the work- 
men and the mine owners not in the combi- 
nation suffered grievous losses and finally 
had to surrender to the monopoly. The 
same process would have been worked out in 
the Hocking Valley had not the courts pre- 
vented. : 


Tue Canadian Pacific Railroad syndicate 
has not got through yet with the Govern- 
ment. It has had a cash subsidy of $25,000;- 
000, a graut of 25,000,000 acres of the best 
land along its line, a free gift of 713 miles of 
road, and a guarantee of 8 per cent dividends 
until 1898 on $65,000,000 of stock. The syn- 
dicate declare that all this is not enough, and 
they are arranging, it is sald, fora new de- 
scent on the Treasury of the Dominion. The 
Government made the road a loan last Feb- 
ruary ot $22,000,000, taking a lien on the 
road and its lands as security. This lien is 
now regarded by the syndicate as an incu- 
bus.” This is the view which the Union Pa- 
cific philanthropists took of the mortgage held 
by the United States Government as a protec- 
tion for its advances. ‘The Union Pacific suc- 
ceeded in inducing Congress by half a million 
of solid reasons *—so Gov. Washburn as- 
serted on the floor of Congress—to degrade 
its first mortgage to a second mortgage. A 
change of the same kind is to be tried now 
in Canada, It is proposed that the Govern- 
ment give up its lien and accept instead an 
arrangement for the payment every year of a 
certain amount of the earnings of the 
Canadian Pacific until its debt is 
all paid off. This is the arrange 
ment we are familiar with in this country. 
It looks pretty on paper, but it doesn’t work 
—that is, it doesn’t work as far as the dis- 
charge of obligations to the Government is 
concerned, It works admirably for the ben- 
efit of the manipulators of the securities of 
the road. When the Canadian Pacific gets 
the Government lien out of the way it pro- 
poses, like the Union Pacific, to issue its 
own first-mortgage bonds for sale in the 
market. People on this side of the line will 
watch with a great interest to see if the 
Canadian Pacific, which has been so studious 
a pupil of the methods used by the Union 
Pacific, will imitate it further. Lf it does, 
the moment it has succeeded in having the 
Government lien postponed on condition of 
paying a certain amount of its earnings an- 
nually to the Government it will resort to 
every means of counter litigation, and of 
counter claims, and of flat refusal to avoid 
any payment whatever to the Government. 
Transcontinental roads are great and ciori- 
ous things, but the Canadians are likely, we 
judge, to find out, as we have, thas they come 
high, morally as well as financially.

SUPREME COURT. 
Rendered in 


Interesting Decisions 
Washington Yesterday. 


rendered by the United States Supreme Court 
today in che Chinese laundry case of Francis 
Barbier, plaintiff in error, against Patrick Con- 
nolly, in error to the Superior Court of San 
Francisco. Barbier, plaintiff in error, was 
tried in the Police Court ot San Francisco 
upon the obarge of violating the fourth geo- 
tion of the municipal ordinance relating to 
the establishment and maintenance within cer- 
tain limits of public laundries. The alleged 
violation coaosristed in washing clothes between 
the nours of 10 o'clock in the evening and 6 
o'clock in the morning of the following day. 
Barbier was found guilty and sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the county jail for five days. 
He sued out awritof habeas corpus in the 


the ground that the iourth section of the ord- 
nauce was in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Coustitution of the United 
States. The court overruled the motion and 
dismissed the writ, whereupon the prisoner 
appealed. This court, in an opinion by Justice 
Field, held that the fourth section of the ordi- 
nanee, whose constitutionality is called in 
question, is purely a police regulation within 
the competency of any municipality possessed 
with the ordinary powers belonging to such 
bodies, and. it would be an extraordinary 
usurpation of authority of the municipality if 
the Federal tribunal should undertake to su- 
pervise such regulations. The fourteenth 
amendment was not designed to inter- 
fere with the power of the State to 
arrange the terms of its police power, 
to provide for the health, peace, morality, edu- 
cation, and good order of the people, and to 
legislate to increase the industries of the State. 
develope its resou d add to its wealth 
and prosperity. rene very necessities of 
society, legislation of a specisi character bav- 
ing these objects in view must ofven be had in 
certain districts, such as for draining marsbes 
and irrigating arid plains. Special bur- 
dens are often necessary ior special 
benefits—for supplying water, preventing 
fires, lighting districts, cleaning streets, open- 
ing parks, and a thousand other objects. The 
regulations for these purposes may press with 
more or less unequal or unnecessary restrictions 
upon one than upon another, but they are de- 
signed, not to impose unequal or unnecessary 
restrictions upon any one, but to promote, 
with as little inconvenience as possible, the 
general good. The evils which ay arise in 
the aduunistration of such laws are 
matters purely of State regulation 
They can be remedied only by the State. In 
the present case the provisions requiring ‘cer- 
tificates from the Health Officer, eto, may in 
some instances be unnecessary, and the 
changes to be made to meet the conditions 
upon which the certificates are granted may 
be burdensome. Still it is a matter of admin- 
istration and not a violation of any right se- 
cured by the fourteenth amendment. The 
judgment of the Supreme Court is affirmed. 

Another question relating to the construc- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment was de- 
cided by tlie court in the case of Samuel Head, 
plaintiff in error, against The Amoskeag Man- 
ufacturing Company, in error to the Supreme 
Court of New Hampshire. The court holds 
that the statute of the State authorizing a per- 
son to erect and maintain a water-mil! and 
milidam on an unnavigadle 
does not deprive the owners 
the land overflowed by such stream 
of their property without due process ot law, 
provided the owner of the mill and the dam 
pays the owners of such overfiowed land the 
amount of damages assessed by the jury. in 
such case, therefore, the statute is not a viola- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment of the Con- 
stitution. The judgment ot the Supre.ne Court 
| of New Hampshire is affirmed. 

A decision was also rendered in the bond 
case of William 0. Cole, plaintiff ia error, 
against the City of Lagrange, in error to the 
Circuit Court of the United States, Eastern 
Distriet of Missouri. This was a suit upon in- 
terest coupons of certain bonds issued by the 
City of Lagrange, Mo., as a donation to the 
Lagrange Iron & Steel Company. This court 
holds that the general grant of iegis- 
lative power in the Constitution of the State 
does not authorize the Legisiature, in the exer- 
cise either of the right of domain or the right 
of taxation, to take private property witbout 
the owners’ consent for any but a public ob- 
ject, and that the Legisiature of Missouri has 
no constitutional power to autborize a city to 
issue its bonds by way of donation to a private 
manufacturing company. The judgment of 
the Circuit Court is affirmed. 

A decision was rendered in the railway mail 
transportation case of the St. Paul & Duluth 
Railroad Company, appbilant, against the 
United States. Appeal from the Court of 
Claims. This was a suit brought by the St. 
Paul & Duluth Company, as successor of the 

Superior & Mississippi Railroad Company, 
to recover certain sums alleged to be due for 
transporting mails under a contract made by 
the latter company with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. This court holds that the appeliant, by 
virtue of its acquirement through a mortgage 
of foreciosure and sale of the property of the 
Lake Superior & Mississippi Company, did not 


that company and the United States, and can 
claim nothing as such in this suit; and that, far- 
thermore, its claim falls within the prohibtion 
of Sec. 3,477, Revised Statutes, which or- 


against the United States. The judgment of 
the Court of Claims is affirmed. 

A similar decision, and upon similar grounds, 
was also rendered in the case of the Flint & 
Pére Marquette Raitroad Company against the 
United States, which involved substantially the 
same question.

ERWIN NOMINATED FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

Alan, N. Y., Jan. 5.—[Special.}-——The 
turn of the political wheel once more brings 
Thomas C. Platt to the top. His candidate for 
Speaker of the Assembly was tonight nomi- 
nated without opposition. The Arthur, Evarts, 
and Hiscock men struggled for forty-cight 
hours against Erwin, and this afternoon finally 
succumbed to the superior organization, skill, 
and power of Piatt, Cornell & Co. Roscoe 
Conkling’s silent partner, Hubbell, retired from 
the race at 3 p. m., and Erwin galloped over the 
course tonight alone. 

MORTON AND EVARTS LEADING FOR THE SEN- 
ATORSHIP. 

Although some Assemblymen among the 
Erwin forces favor Evarts for Senator, and be- 
lieve that the Speakership and Senatorial fights 
could be kept apart, shrewd politicians admit 
that the prostige of this brilliant victory of 
the candidate pushed by the backers of Minis- 
ter Morton gives the New York mu- 
jonaire a decided lead in the Sena 
torial race. Some even declare that 
the prize is already his. A canvass of the 
Legislature made tonight shows that Morton 
bas 38 votes, Evarts 34, Russell 7, Hiscock 4, 
leaving nine in doubt. Russell and Hiscock 
will disappear at an carly date, when the strug- 
gie narrows down to Morton and Evarts.

Henry Wendell Thomson, attorney of Will- 
iam J. Gallagher, asked Judge Shepard in 
chambers yesterday morning to defer the 
habeas corpus case for a week, es he was not 
quite ready to goon. Gen. Stiles, who repre- 
sents Mr. Henshaw, the agent of Pennsylvania, 
was present, and made no objection, so the 
matter went over. It is doubtful if the case ever 
comes up for argument. United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney Tuthill doesn’t want Gallagber 
to. be taken to Philadelphia, nor do 
the Citizens’ Committee at present. He will 
probably be called on to plead before Judge 
Blodgett this week.

In this event Pennsyl- 
vania, of course, cannot get him unless he is 
acquitted, If be is Mr. Henshaw will then step 
in, and, as Gallagher will not be under bonds,

fight. 


GALLAGHER AS A PASS FIEND. 

A pretty story about that much-talked-about 
gentieman from Philadelphia, Mr. William J. 
Gallagher, came to the ears of a reporter yes 
terday. It seems that nearly a year ago Mr. 
Gallagher, who at that time claimed to be an 
employé of the city, was bebind with his rent. 
His landlady pressed him pretty bard, and be- 
cume all the more urgent in her demands, 
since she wanted to visit some friends living in 
a far-off Southern city and needed money for 
traveling expenses. When Mr. Gallagher be- 
came acquainted with this fact he said: ** Money 
I have none, dear madame, but I have lote 
of influence in the way of railroad passes, and 
I will furnish you a return ticket to the place 
you want to visit, provided you will credit me 
with the amount of railroad fare that ticket 
will save you.“ 

The landiady accepted this effer, and a day 
or two later Mr. Gailawher handed ber a pass 
issued by the railroad in question on account 
of a certain Alderman who has always taken 
pride in never asking favors from rail- 
road companies. The woman went on ber way 
rejoicing, returned to Chicago in due season, 
and everything would have been serene had 
she not been slightly acquainted with the 
Alderman on whose pass sbe bad traveled. 
One day she met him. and during the conversa- 
tion menuoned how she had traveled on the 
Alderman’s pass. But I never asked any- 
body for any railroad passes,” be said. 

„ don’t know how that 16.“ said she, but 
the fact is, that Mr. Gallagher got the pass, 
that the pass was issued in your mame, and 
that I credited Mr. Gallagher with the pass on 
account.”” The Alderman, whose term was 
then about to expire, felt mad all over, and 
rushed to the Mayor's office to see what could 
be done in the matter. 

Po you permit the employés of the city to 
get railroad passes on the name of an Alderman 
without the iatter’s knowledge?“ he asked of 
the Mayor. 

J certainly do not.“ was the reply, and 
then the Alderman told what he had learned. 

It was close before election, Mr. Gallagher 
was known to hold intimate relations with the 
Store,“ and the Alderman as well as the 
Mayor could not at this time well afford to get 
into a wrangle with Mr. Gallagher's friends, 
and sp it was resolved to drop the 
matter for the time being, and say no 
more about it. The Alderman, whois no longer 
a member of tne Council, does not care to get 
mixed up with any proceedings against Mr. 
Gallagher, but it is just possible that the Mayor 
has investigated the matter further and bas 
satisfied himself that to follow up Mr. Galia-

Diversion of Northwestern Freight by 
Way of Mitwaukee. . 

It appears that not only the bulk of grain 
from Nebraska and Kansas is now being di- 
verted from Chicago, but also the grain from 
points in the Northwest.

The Pacific Coast Association (roads between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and the Missouri River in- 
terested in California freight traffic) bas suc 
ceeded in bringing about «a reform ia 
regard to the special contract system 
on CGaltornia freight for which it 
deserves the thanks of Eastern shippers. 
As is generally known, a system bas been in 
vogue for many years past by which the Oén- 
tral Pacific was permitted to make special) rates 
for such shippers (about one-third of the regu- 
lar tariff rates) as would make a contract not 
to ship any of their business by the Pacific 
Man Steamship Line or clipper ships, 
but to send KR wt the all-rail 
routes. The roads east of the Mistouri 
River and the Eastern trunk lines bad to pro- 
rate with the California lines at those low con- 
tract rates. At the end of last year the Pacific 
Coast Association decided not to join the Trans- 
continental Association io any of the contracts, 
and insisted upon regular agreed rates being 
charged to all shippers alike. As the 
Eastern trunk lines backed up the 
Pacific Coast Association in this matter, the 
Transcontinental bad no other alternative than 
to submit to the demands of their Eastern con- 
nections. The Transcontinentai therefore has 
just given notice that all contracts éxired Jan. 
1. and bereafter no more special oontracts of 
any kind would be made, but that the 
rates in thie city about a month 
ago, and which were published in Tax Tum 
ENE at the time, would be charged of ali sbip- 
pers. The Ceutal Pacific has also agreed with 
the trunk lines to take no more business via 
the Sunset Route from interior points in New 
York and New Engiand, but to confine its com- 
petition oy that route only to business origin- 
ating at seaboard points. 

These arrangements will prove of great ben- 
efit to the Chicago lines, as business can no 
longer be diverted from the city by shipping it 
by way of New York, and those shippers who 
would not make contracts with the Central Pa- 
cific will no longer bave to pay three times the 
rates charged those who were willing to make 
guch contracts.

— and these are now under considera- 


In the absence of Mr. McVicker his manager, 
Mr. Sharpe, expiained matters to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday and said: 

„Tue question is not yet finally settled, but 
I vratber think that we shall retain the 
theatre and add two more stories to the build- 
in. In this case the two additional stories 
and other alterations will give us much profit- 
able space. For instance, we now have on the 
third floor two suites of four rooms and two 

le rooms, and on the fourth story two 
These we shall make smaller so ag to give 
us more rentable office rooms. The halls are 
rented to the Royal Arcanum, but their leases 
expire May 1, as do those of the stores on the 
ground floor. The plans sbow fifty rooms or 
offices, and tf the theatre should be torn out 
we would then bave 200 or 300 offices. Pre- 
suming that the theatre is not torn out, we 
should put in a large elevator on the front by

This would give us a magnificent entrance, 
as the box-office would be placed on the east 
side and not show from the street as it does 
now. All our leases empire May 1, and we 
shall probably commence work in April. In 
addition to the grand entrance thus obtained 
we shall have twelve private boxes instead pf 
two. These boxes would beso arranged as to 
be thrown into four in case of theatre parties. 
When this bouse was built peopie did not care 
to occupy boxes, but now they approve of 
them, and as theatre parties are the go they 
must be made 60 that the tiers com- 
municate. The house was originally 
built in 1856, and was rebuilt after the 
fire, in 1872. The present proscenium arch 
will be torn out and a new one built about five 
or six feet further front, so as to give us more

TAKE A REST. 
DO THIS AND YOU WILL LIVE LONGER. 

The fifth lecture in the course conducted 
by the Woman’s Physiological Institute was 
delivered at Apollo Hall yesterday afternoon 

by Dr. E. 8. Bailey before an audience of 
fifty women. The subject was “The Phys- 
jology and Psychology of Rest.“ 

“To prolong the period of human lte,“ 
said the lecturer, “has been the dream of 
philosophers in every age. The mystics of 
early days found the secret in the elixir ot 
life or the philosopher’s stone, and in a more 
enlightened time such expedients as constant 
perspiration or the regulation of diet have 
been proclaimed the sovereign means of 
lengthening mortal existence. But these pan- 
aceas represent only partial truths. What 
destroys health is the negiect of Nature's laws, 
and if these are violated it is idle to search for 
an antidote. One of the most imperative of 
the laws of Nature requires every organ of the 
body to devote a stated portion of the time 
to rest. arm swingmg a heavy 
sledge can deal only a certain number 
of blows without resting. Any attempt to 
force from it a greater amount of inoessant 
work will be followed by rigidity. The metal- 
lic parts of a locomotive will crystallize after a 
certain period of use and the wheels will break: 
but plants and animals have been endowed 
with a power of recuperation, of which the 
necessary condition is rest. Some flowers will 
bloom with exceptional vigor and luxuriance 
after a protracted winter, and the blue water- 
lily of Egypt, though its roots are baked to the 
bardness of brick during the dry period, wakes | 
from its period of torpor with fresh strength at 
the touch of the rising waters. 

* As with plants, so with the different organs 
of the human body. Each must enjoy its sea- 
son of repose. The heart, which seems to beat 
incessantly, devotes six hours out of the twen- 


pulsations the heart, in the normal discharge 
of its functions, is really inactive, and any- 
thing which 


‘the system is not refreshed, and you rise in the 
morning with an aching bead and a feeling of 
exhaustion.’ The lungs are equally importu- 
nate for their intervals of repose, which inter- 
vene between the successive breaths. Violent 
exercise sometimes encroaches upon these in- 
tervals, and leads in consequence to disastrous 
effects. Again, the digestive tus es- 
pecially requires strict reguiarity of action. 
The various mucous humors which are con- 
sumed in the of digestion are re- 
newed in the intervals of inactivity, and if by 
constant induigence of the palate these quies- 
cent intervals are refused it the result is an 
impaired digestion, a general disarrangement 
of the faculties, and all the countiéss ilies that 
follow in the train of dyspepsia. 

“The nervous system requires perhaps 
greater care than any other portion of the 
physical organism. A man's brain, it is esti- 
mated, consists of 300,000,000 nerve cells, of 
which over 8,000 are disintegrated and de- 
stroyed every minute. Everyone, therefore, 
has a new brain once in sixty days. But ex- 
cessive labor, or the lack of sleep, prevents the 
repair of the tissues, and the brain gradually 
wastes away. Diversity of occupation, by 
calling upon different portions of the mind or 
body successively affords in some measure the 
requisit repose to each. But in this age of 
overwork there is no safety exceptin that per- 
fect rest which is the only natural restorative 
of exhausted power. It has been noticed vy 
observant physiciaus in their European travels 
that the German people, who as a rule have no 
ambition and no hope to rise above their in- 
herited station, are peculiarly free from nerv- 
ous diseases; but in America, where the strug- 
gie for advancement is sharp and incessant, 
and there ie nothing that will stop an American 
but death, the period of life is usually sbort- 
ened five, ten, or twenty years by the effects of 
nervous exhaustion.”’

WHY NOT RUN RACES UNDER THE DIRECTION 
OF THE COURT? 

The ili-fated Chicago Driving-Park was put 
up at public sale at the Court- House yesterday 
morning. Only balf-a-dozen men were present, 
and not one of them was willing to bid $25,000, 
for less than which the court ordered the prop- 
erty should not be sold. Mr. Frank 8. Wheeler, 
the receiver, closed the sale at once, and to a 
reporter said that another sale, probably un- 
conditional, would ocour soon. 

If the court does not rescind its order mak- 
ing $25,000 the minimum price, the probabili- 
ties are that the creditors will have to take 
hold of it themselvesand run it under the 
new title of the * Creditors’ iving- 
Park.” Then, when the time

creditors can fix on the prizes and run the en- 
tertainment themselves. Since the concern is 
Still in the hands of’ a receiver, and, conse- 
quently, under the control of the court, there 
will be certain advantages about this new deal 
which will commend themselves to every hon- 
est man. There will be a prospect of a square 
race. The receiver will be the chief judge, 
while the creditors, under hie direction, can at- 
tend to the bar, do the pooil-selling, and stand 
on guard at the gate, So as to see that none of 
the réceipts are misapplied. Muscular credit- 
ors will keep the peace. The . oes of the 
Circuit Court will give strict ordérs that there 
shall be no cheating. In case any driver 
attempts anything of the sort he will be 
brought before the court for contempt and 
punished severely, as will also be ali others 
who may have codperated with him in his at- 
tempt to throw the race. It is thought that by 
having the whole thing thus under the pater- 
nal control and care of the judge an amount of 
fairness and squarenets can be secured which 
has not existed ia trotting circles for some 
time.

The annual election of officers of the Board 
of Trade took place yesterday amid a scene of 
exgitement quite equal to that of preceding 
y When the balloting began at 10a. m.

GLITTERING GOLD.

In sampling from 100 
shafts sunk on the placers during last summer 
the average was over 15 cents per pan, which 
would be $15 per yard. We have 1,000 feet fall 
ot the river and plenty of water to run as 
many giants as we wish. Weare to put up in 
the spring about two miles of twenty-inch steel 
pipe, which we shall use for bydraulic pur- 
poses, and in no piace is the fall less than 300 
feet, so we have all the fall that is necessary to 
get away the dirt. We are making arrange 
ments to erect reduction-works for concen- 
trating all of our low-grade ore and furnaces 
to reduce the ore into copper matte, which we 
expect to have ready and in running order by 
the Ist of July next. The plant will have a ca- 
pacity of 100 ton’ per day, and all of our ore 
of low grade will be by concentra- 
tion, so as to make all our ore by 
concentration worth $100 per ton. We 
shall be able to turn out at that time 
at least 100 tons per day. We have reserve 
enough so that we can take that amount from 
the mines and keep a reserve of from $2,000,000 
to $4,000,000 in the mines all of thetime. We 
shall not ship a pound of ore, but reduce every~ 
thing to bullion upon the spot. We are one of 
the few companies which has o its mine 
and found out what it had got before ic built 
its mill. Our ore is nearly all gold, we have 
but very little silver, and of course the placers 
are all gold, and it willbe strictly a gold-pro- 
ducing property, so that the racket on silver 
will have no effect upon our stock. We have a 
very strong company, nearly ali of the meni- 
bers are rich men and will hold their stock for 
investment, and the property is sure to pay 
large dividends in the near future.” 

Mr. Whipple here exhibited three gold bricks 
worth $10,000, besides any amount of retorts 

ld, which was certainly very 
tangible evidence of the value of the property, 
and the display of ore and bullion in the office 
is very fine and all reports from mining ex- 
ports are very flattering. D. H. Jackson, who 
is probably one of the most experienced min- 
ing-men in the United States, says that be bas 
been traveling two years in the United States 
and Mexico to find a good mine, ana that this 
is the best mining property by all odds that he 
has seen during that time. Mr. Whipple also 
exhibited the gold taken from two pans of dirt 
from che placer which he valued at about $4, 
showing that the precious metal exists in large 
quantities through the placer. 

Mr. Whipple also said that their working 
force was over 100 men, and their pay-roll was 
something over $10,000 per month. Whi.e the 
majority of the stock is held in Chicago, sev- 
eral heavy capitalists in New York and Boston 
are interested largely in the property.

It is not long after nightfall before the 


Streets are comparatively deserted, and should 
a fire Occur it is not liable to immediate die- 
covery. This is more especially the case in the 


business portions of the city. In the residence 


districts it is somewhat different, for if a man’s 
| house catches fire it is not long before he 
_ Knows something about it and makes haste to 


turn in an alarm. For the purpose of making 
the discovery of night fires certain in their 
earlier stages, Chief Swenie maintains a sys- 
tem of watching from the numerous engine- 
house towers througbout the city. This is of 
more value to the department than might at 
first be supposed. The towers are pretty well 
distributed, and the men in them are able to 
cover a very large territory with a skill that is 
little short of marvelous to the average in- 
babitant who knows nothing of the service. 
Witoin the last two years there has been a 
marked improvement in this branch of the 
Fire Department. Formerly it was the custom 
to,have the watehmg done by members of 
the engine companies, who took turns in stand- 
ing three-hour. watohes through tue night. 
Frequently the man on duty in the tower had 


deen working at fires during the day, and it 


was not astopishing that he should spend a 
considerable portion of his time in siumber 
when he was supposed to be on the lookout. 
This fact was tully appreciated by the head of 


the department, and a number of men were 
appointed as watohmen who should have noth- 


‘ing todo but attend to that one thing. This 


produced very satisfactory results, for the 
activity and earnestness of one man of the 
whole number obliged the rest to keep on 
their taps.” 

A Tum reporter, who knew of the exist- 
enve of this system. and was anxious to become 
posted as to its details, secured the necessary 
permission from Marshal Joel Kinny of the 
Fourth Battalion, through Capt. B. W. Mur- 
phy of Engine Company No. 17, to 


spend a night in the tower of this company,

of the vessel and hér freight then pending; and, 
second, whether the liability of the tug for damages 
caused to persons and property by the collision of 
the Vance with the bridge abutment—the abutment 
itself not being in the navigable waters of the Chi- 
cago River, but on the bank of the river directly 
adjoining the water—was such a liability as came 
within the provisions of the law invoked. As to 
the first question, the act of March 3. 1851, pro- 
vided that the owner of a vessel should not be 
liable for injury by collision, etc., for any damage 
done without his privity or knowledge beyond 
the value of his interest in such vessel and her 
freight, and while the act did not by its terms limit 
its operation to vessels engaged in inter-State or 
foreign commerce, Congress eundoubtedly had the 
power under the Constitution to regulate the com- 
merce with foreign States and among the several 
States. If the tug was nota vessel employed in 
the business of — * or foreign commerce, 
then she was not within the terms of the act of 
Congress, and her owners could not claim the ben- 
eat of ite provision. While she did not carry 
freight or passengers, the subject of inter- 
State or foreign commerce, she was 
engaged in towing vessels that were e ed in 
such commerce, and went herself into other tes. 
It seemed very clear that while engaged in towing 
vessels engaged in commerce on the lakes the tug 
might be said to be as much engaged in commerce 
as the vessels themselves, and was as much a part 
of the commercial marine as the vessels in whose 
bulls the cargoes were carried.

If the evidence 
established that the motive of its action had been 
those we have stated, or any like reason; or that 
the allegation of dissatisfaction was only a pre- 
text, we should not hesitate to reject the defense. 
But we find from the avidence that the defendant 
was greatiy dissatisfied with the plaintiff's per- 
formance dt his duties, and we must hold that be 
was properly discharged ander the contract. The 
plaintiff in making his cohtract may have been in- 
judicious or indisereet, but of that he was the sole 
judge. Against the consequences resulting from 
his bargain the law can afford him no relief. Hay- 
ing voluntarily assumed the obligation and the risk 
of his contract his legal rights are to be determined 
solely according to its provisions.”’ 
SHIPPING—INJURY TO MATS FROM MASTER'S 
NEGLIGENCE.—The master of a coasting vessel 
negligently overloaded her, and during a storm 
great quantities of water came on the deck and 
washed the yawiboat against the mate’s leg and 
broke it. He sued the owners of the vessel, alleg- 
ing that the negligence of the master was their neg- 
ligence. The plaintif® recovered, and the case, 
Matthews vs. Case, was carried by the defendants 
to the Supreme Court of Wisconsin, where they 
prevailed. The Chief Justice, Cole, in the opinion, 
said: “The owners of the vessel were not present 
at the loading of the boat, and it was impossible for 
them to be there, or to direct her management on 
the voyage. From the necessity of the case 
these duties bad to be intrusted to the master and 
crew. On what ground, then, can it be claimed that 
the owners are responsible to the plaintiff for an 
injury resulting from the negligence of the master 
in loading and managing the vessel? Were not the 
mate and master fellow-servants, engaged in the

A Country Saloonkeeper Called On to Sur- 
render His License. 

An information in the nature of a quo warranto 
on behalt of the people was filed yesterday in the 
Superior Court by State- Attorney Grinnell against 
John Buckrice, @ liquor-dealer of the Town of 
Hanover, to compel him to show what right he has 
to ranadramshop. He has a license from tne 
County Board, but it is claimed the license is void 
because the Gefendant’s saloon is located within 
100 rods of the county line between Kane 
and Cook Counties. The City of Elgin runs up 
to the county line at this point, so that Buckrice’s 
salooe is only about a quarter ofa mile from El- 
gin. The latter is 4 regularly incorporated mu- 
nicipality, wits power to license saloons, and the 
law prohibits the erection of a saloon within two 
miles of such a place except on due petition, etc.
